Capt. Brawn Tails His Slory 


WHILE celebrating the engagement and prospective marriage 
bTMisS-Vera Brown and Edwin B. Holmes, of Salt Lake 
City, last Sunday, six people gave up their lives to the waters 
of the Utah lake, when the launch Gallilee, owned by Captain Edwin 
G, Brown, capsized without any warning in ten feet of water. 

Ten other persons from Salt Lake City were thrown into the 
water and spent two hours in battle with the waves with which 
they were victorious. After a struggle of two hours they were 
sighted by a party of pleasure seekers in the launch, Levorn, owned 
by the Ward brothers of this city and rescued from what seemed, 
certain death. 

Three of the dead were children of Mr. Brown, owner of the 
boat, and the other a prospective son-in-law. 

Benjamin W. Raymond and his little son, Sherwood, .died to- 
gether, the son being held in the father's arms as the waves claimed 
them as victims.

"It was my uncle who saved us all." 
(speaking of Captain Drown), said 
M ss Ivy Naylor, one of tho survivors 
and sister to Mtss Ollro Naylor. "He 
seemed to be ererywnere calling to us 
to bold on, to be brave and to help 
each other. It seems terrible that his 
own children should bo lost when he 
was trying so hard to save every one 
of the parly and did not think of them 
alone. 

"It was awful as we missed the dif- 
ferent members of tno party, but the 
worst came when Vera was brought 
on board and uncle tied her to the 
inaat 

"I th nk we lost hope then, but tin- 
cle shouted to us thai we must be 
brave, and that It would come o"ul all 
right I know ho roused me many 
times when I felt that I was slipping 
away." 



ARTHUR DIM IS KILLED 
BY 



ARXHUR DIXON, one of the best-known contractors and 
citiaens of this city, was instantly killed yesterday morn* 
Wg at the Murdock power plant, six miles above Heber 
Ctty. Dixon came in contact with high voltage wires. William 
Blood, of Miday. was also killed, and M. V. Eardley was injured. 
Reports received by R. E. Allen, of the Knight Investment 
ipany this morning are to the effect that Mr. Eardley was nor 
seriously injured and will be on duty in a few days. 

The body of Mr. Dixon was brought to thi scity last night 
by his brother, John D. Dixon, and was taken to the Berg Under- 
taking parlors. 

Mr. Dixon was not badly burned, but he. received the full 
shock of 12.000 volts and death came Instantly. Just how the 
accident happened will probably not be known, at least not until 
Mr. Eardley is able to tell the story. 

Yesterday nornlsg, JMxon. who' an. 
master contractor, was being assllaled 
by Wood and M. V. Eardley .n car 
rylng a new transformer Into a new 
substation. Eardley was In front, 
backing Into the building when he 
came In' contacr^^WlVnWuxflf?
